The young turks 
with him were more aggressive on Taiwan and 
often whispered in Huang's ear after he made 
one of his expansive remarks. 
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Note of Things to Come : Huang now seems 
to want to go to Atlanta next month to see 
the Coca-Cola people -- he appears to know 
where some of the action will be. He also 
would like to visit Disney World. Maybe 
you can work out a trade in future trips -- 
yours for his -- on the basis of "reci- 
procity and mutual benefit". 
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
